This perſuaſion, which ſeemed 
ſo overpowering to the Roman, is enter- 
tained at leaſt without horror by the hum- 
ble Chriſtian. The former profeſſed to 
dedicate his life, in private ts the purfuit 
of knowledge and the enlargement of his 
intellectual powers; and in public to- the 
advancement of the honour and proſperity 
of his country in general, and to therde-

edneſs in particular. On account of theſe 
purſuits and ſervices he hoped and ex- 
pected to obtain a place in the memory 
of his grateful countrymen from genera- 
tion to generation. The latter, on the 
contrary, is ſtrongly impreſſed with the 
ſenſe of his own demerits, and of the 
Rains and imperfections, which adhere 
to his beſt performances. Whence is it 
then, that the heathen Stateſman and Phi- 
loſopher, with all his boaſted excellencies, 
. trembled at the idea of that inſpection, 
which is contemplated with complacency = 
by the conſcious finner? Theſe oppoſite 
effects, produced by the ſame doctrine, 
ate to be attributed to the different moral 
ſtates of the minds, into which it is re- 
. ceived; and to the different conceptions, 
entertained by each, of the nature and

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The moral ſtate of the mind of a man 
is aſcertained neither by its purſuits nor 
its active endowments; . but by the mo- 
tives, which excite and envigorate their 
exertion. Actions and qualifications 
may be well ſuited to attract the admira- 
tion of men, which appear foul and de- 
formed in the fight of God, to whom all 


things are. naked and open. He, who ; 


judgeth not, as man judgeth, might per- 
ceive, that many of thoſe actions origi- 


nated in vanity, ambition, or enmity, 
which erring mortals were willing to at- 


tribute to magnanimity, or patriotiſm, to 
compaſſion towards the diſtreſſed, or in- 


_ dignation againſt vice; No wonder; that 


a man, ſo circumſtanced, ſhould ſhudder 
at the penetrating ſerutiny of a Being, 


againſt whom no diſguiſes can prevail, and 
whoſe obſervation no ſiniſter motive can

eſeape. Very different from this is the 
mind of the Chriſtian, who enjoys a ra- 
tional tranquillity under the conviction of 
the ſuperintending Providence of God, 
who is a witneſs to every thing, that paſſ- 
eth within him, and marketh what is done 
amiſs. He is conſcious indeed, that he 
is a ſinner; for what man is he, who fin- 
neth not? But he is likewiſe conſcious, 
that he makes it the buſineſs of his life to
